S our Folly appear’d in not Reliev- 
ing and Supporting the King of 
Bobemia, and the French made 

their Advantage of it, to lay the Founda- 
tion of their riling Greatnefs: So all the 
Decreafe of the Proteftant Intereft, both 
jn Germany and afterwards in France, is a 


‘double Proof of this Truth, that our Er- 


ror has been their Advantage. 

‘The not Relieving the ‘Proteftants in 
France, laid the Foundation of their De- 
ftruétion, and their Deftruétion Cement- 
ed the French Power. 

They that fay King Charles I. did not 
Relieve Rochel, fay true, and more may 
be faid on that Head hereafter; King 
Charles 1. was ill ferv’d in that Affair ; 1 
make no Queftion, but that Prince was 
very hearty in hisown Defires, of Reliev- 
ing Rochel, and 1 believe he fpent as much 
Money in the feveral Enterprifes to that 
purpole, as would effeétually have brought 
it to pafs; and therefore they miftake me 
very much, who expeét I fhould refleét 
upon his Memory in this Article ; but I 
can no more excufe the Managers of it, 
than accufe the King. His Majefly part- 
ed with large Summs for the Relief of the 
Proteftants, and that ata Time when Mo- 
ney was not very Plentiful, nor eafy to 


come at; but the Mifapplication of the 
Summs, or the ill Conduét Abroad, left 
his _Majefty difappointed , the Nation 
Buffoop'd and Contemn’d by the French s 
the Proteftants in the utmoft Diftrefs, at 


the Mercy of their Enemies, and drove 


the King to make a Djshonourable Peace. 

This the French fail'd not to make their 
Advantage of, and treated the Englifh with 
all the Haughtinefs and fInfult, that "twas 
poffible for one Nation to fhew, or the o- 
ther to bear. 

TheWriter of Cardinal Richlien’s Life, in- 
forms us honeftly what their Sentiments of 
the Englifh Affairs then were, Telling us, 
that while Lew XIII. wasat Sufz, he re- 
ceiv’d the extraordinary Ambaffadors of 
almoft all the Princes of Jtaly, and conclu- 
ded there two very Important Treaties, 
one a League with Vemice and Savoy, and 
the other a Peace with England, of which 
this Author goes on and fays ; 

* King Charles]. after a great deal of 
¢ Trouble, and vaft Expence, was oblig’d 
* to make Application to the French, by 
¢ the Venetéans, to obtain a difadvantage- 
ous Peace’; which drew upon him. the 
* Contempt of Strangers, as well as of his 
* own Subjeéts. He had endeavoured tp 
© accommodate Matters with Lewis XII 
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the Heads of the Proteftants had never for 


hilft be was before Rochel, by Media- 
fon of the Ambaffadors of the ing 
Deumark, and the States General ; but 
Anfwer was given, That if they had 


a Peace for him, and to offer fuch Satis- 
‘fattion as he ought to make to France 
to obtain itz a Negotiation fhould be 
enter’d into with them, but no otherwife. 
So brifk an Anfwer fhew’d, that Charles 
was but little fear’d, and that he muft be 
forc’d in the end, to come to what France 
Deninded, he promis’d by the Treaty, 
to confirm the Articles of the Contract 
of the Queen’s Marriage, which he had 
fo often broken, and Accepted with fo 
“much Meannefs, and which if there was 
any thing to be alter’d for the Service of 
the Queen, was to be done with the Con- 
fent of both Crowns ——— The Treaty 
was fign’d the 24th of April, 1629. by 
Zorzo Zorzi, and by Loulis Contszini,

Whether the Authority of the Author 
cf this Life, be unqueftioned or not, is not 
much to our prefent purpofe; but that this 
League was made, is out ofdoubt, and the 
‘Terms were fo Difhunourable, as that our 
People at Home were very much diftaftcd, 
as our own Hiftories make out. 

But thus much of this is for our prefent 
Purpofe, the Error lay in our felves, in the 
Reign of this King’s Father; had he Efta- 
blifh’d che Prince Palatine his Son in the 
Kingdom of Bobemia, and thereby Erefted 
the Proteftant Religion in Germany, as he 
ought to have done, both as a Proteftant 
Prince, and asa Father, end as he had Pow- 
er fufficient to have done, had he taken it 
in time; that Prince who was a Zealous 
Proteftant, had fix’d the Proteftant Power 
too faft for Cardinal Ricblieu to have dar’d 
Fnfule it, or the Houle of Aufteia fapprefs

Had he after this Vigoroufly affifted 
the Hugonots in France, in the beginning 
of the Reign of Lewy XIII. when the Bi- 
fhop of Lucon, was yet but under Hatches 
at Court, and depending on the Queen- 
Mother, rather feem’d to Favour than Op- 
prefs the Augonors; had this becn. dane,

faken them, and turn’d Catholicks, fuch 
as the Dukes of Sully, Bouillon, and Les Die 
gueres, with the Marethals, Scomberg, Chae 
tillom, anda great many others, who made 
their Peace at the Price of their Confej- 
eaces, and got Rewards and Preferments 
for abandoning a finking Party. 

Tho’ ’tis a Melancholy Tafk to rip up 
thofe Patal Errors of Princes, the Eifeéts 
whereof their Poftericy feels; yet as ’tis 
an unanfwerable Proof of what Iam upon, 
I cannot avoid it ;tbat thus we may fee how 
the French Grandenr firft began in the Er- 
rors of their Neighbours. 


The next Error which farther’d the Pro- . 


digious Rile of the French Power, was 
that Ergland and Holland (for the Dutch 
cime into the Miftake, and fhallkave aplere 
siful foare of the Blame, if the Author lives 
to finifh this Hiftory) not only neglected 
to affiit the Protcftants, but gave the fi- 
nifhing ftroke to their Abfolute Ruin ; I 
mean in lending, Ships to Lews XIII. and
